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The Constitution. 




''T being evident, from a steady decline of a 
proper celebration of the National holidays of 
the United States of America, that popular 
concern in the events and men of the war of 
the Revolution is gradually declining, and 
that such lack of interest is attributable, not 
so much to the lapse of time and the rapidly 
increasing flood of immigration from foreign 
countries, as to the neglect, on the part of 
descendants of Revolutionary heroes, to perform their duty 
in keeping before the public mind the memory of the services 
of their ancestors and of the times in which they lived ; there- 
fore, the Society of the Sons of the Revolution has been insti- 
tuted to perpetuate the memory of the men who, in the military, 
naval and civil service of the Colonies and of the Continental 
Congress, by their acts or counsel, achieved the Independence 
of the country, and to further the proper celebration of the 
anniversaries of the birthday of Washington, and of prominent 
events connected with the war of the Revolution ; to collect 
and secure for preservation the rolls, records and other docu- 
ments relating to that period ; to inspire the members of the 
Society with the patriotic spirit of their forefathers ; and to 
promote the feeling of friendship among them. 

The General Society shall be divided into State Societies, 
which shall meet annually on the day appointed therefor 
in their respective by-laws, and oftener if found expedient ; 
and at such annual meeting the reasons for the institution 
of the Society shall be considered, and the best measures for 
carrying them into effect adopted. 
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The State Societies, at each annual meeting, shall choose, 
by a majority of the votes present, a president, a vice-president, 
a secretary, a registrar, a treasurer, a chaplain, and such other 
officers as may by them respectively be deemed necessary, 
together with a board of managers consisting of these officers 
and of nine other members, all of whom shall retain their 
respective positions until their successors are duly chosen. 

Each State Society shall cause to be transmitted annually, 
or oftener, to the other State Societies, a circular letter calling 
attention to whatever may be thought worthy of observation 
respecting the welfare of the Society or of the general union 
of the States, and giving information of the officers chosen for 
the year ; and copies of these letters shall also be transmitted 
to the General Secretary, to be preserved among the records 
of the General Society. 

The State Societies shall regulate all matters respecting 
their own affairs, consistent with the general good of the 
Society ; judge of the qualification of their members or of 
those proposed for membership, subject, however, to the pro- 
visions of this Constitution ; and expel any member who, by 
conduct unbecoming a gentleman or a man of honor, or by 
an opposition to the interests of the community in general or 
of the Society in particular, may render himself unworthy to 
continue in membership. 

In order to form funds that may be respectable, each mem- 
ber shall contribute, upon his admission to the Society and 
annually thereafter, such sums as the by-laws of the respec- 
tive State Societies may require ; but any of such State 
Societies may provide for the endowment of memberships by 
the payment of proper sums in capitalization, which sums 
shall be properly invested as a permanent fund, the income 
only of which shall be expended. 

The regular meeting of the General Society shall be held 
every three years, and special meetings may be held upon 
the order of the General President or upon the request of 
two of the State Societies, and such meetings shall consist 
of the General Officers and a representation not exceeding 
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five deputies from each State Society, and the necessary- 
expenses of such meeting shall be borne by the State So- 
cieties. 

At the regular meeting, a General President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, Assistant 
Treasurer and Chaplain shall be chosen by a majority of the 
votes present, to serve until the next regular general meet- 
ing, or until their successors are duly chosen. 

At each general meeting the circular letters which have 
been transmitted by the several State Societies shall be con- 
sidered, and all measures taken which shall conduce to the 
general welfare of the Society. 

The General Society shall have power at any meeting to 
admit State Societies thereto, and to entertain and determine 
all questions affecting the qualifications for membership in or 
the welfare of any State Society as may, by proper memorial, 
be presented by such State Society for consideration. 

Any male person above the age of twenty-one years, of 
good character, and a descendant of one who, as a military, 
naval or marine officer, soldier, sailor or marine, in actual 
service, under the authority of any of the thirteen Colonies or 
States or of the Continental Congress, and remaining always 
loyal to such authority, or a descendant of one who signed 
the Declaration of Independence, or of one who, as a member 
of the Continental Congress or of the Congress of any of the 
Colonies or States, or as an official appointed by or under the 
authority of any such legislative bodies, actually assisted in 
the establishment of American Independence by services 
rendered during the war of the Revolution, becoming thereby 
liable to conviction of treason against the government of 
Great Britain, but remaining always loyal to the authority of 
the Colonies or States, shall be eligible to membership in the 
Society. 

The Secretary of each State Society shall transmit to the 
General Secretary a list of the members thereof, together 
with the names and official designations of those from whom 
such members derive claim to membership, and thereafter 
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upon the admission of members in each State Society, the 
Secretary thereof shall transmit to the General Secretary 
information respecting such members similar to that herein 
required. 

The Society shall have an insignia, which shall be a badge 
suspended from a ribbon by a ring of gold ; the badge 
to be elliptical in form, with escaloped edges, one and one- 
quarter inches in length, and one and one-eighth inches in 
width ; the whole surmounted by a gold eagle, with wings 
displayed, inverted ; on the obverse side a medallion of gold 
in the centre, elliptical in form, bearing on its face the figure 
of a soldier in Continental uniform, with musket slung; 
beneath, the figures 1775 ; the medallion surrounded by 
thirteen raised gold stars of five points each upon a border of 
dark blue enamel. On the reverse side, in the centre, a me- 
dallion corresponding in form to that on the obverse, and also 
in gold, bearing on its face the Houdon portrait of Washing- 
ton in bas-relief, encircled by the legend, "Sons of the Revo- 
lution"; beneath, the figures 1883; and upon the reverse of 
the eagle the number of the badge to be engraved ; the me- 
dallion to be surrounded by a plain gold border, conforming 
in dimensions to the obverse ; the ribbon shall be dark blue, 
ribbed and watered, edged with buff, one and one-quarter 
inches wide, and one and one-half inches in displayed length. 

The insignia of the Society shall be worn by the members 
on all occasions when they assemble as such for any stated 
purpose or celebration, and may be worn on any occasion of 
ceremony; it shall be carried conspicuously on the left breast, 
but members who are or have been officers of the Society 
may wear the insignia suspended from the ribbon around the 
neck. 

The custodian of the insignia shall be the General Secre- 
tary, who shall issue them to members of the Society under 
such proper rules as may be formulated by the General 
Society, and he shall keep a register of such issues wherein 
each insignia issued may be identified by the number thereof 

The seal of the Society shall be one and seven-eighths 
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inches in diameter, and shall consist of the figure of a Minute- 
man in Continental uniform, standing on a ladder leading to a 
belfry ; in his left hand he holds a musket and an olive branch, 
whilst his right grasps a bell-rope ; above, the cracked Liberty 
Bell ; issuing therefrom a ribbon bearing the motto of the 
Society, Exegi monumentum cere perennius ; across the top of 
the ladder, on a ribbon, the figures 1776; and on the left of 
the Minute-man, and also on a ribbon, the figures 1883, the 
year of the formation of the Society ; the whole encircled by a 
band three-eighths of one inch wide ; thereon at the top 
thirteen stars of five points each ; at the bottom the name of 
the General Society, or of the State Society to which the seal 
belongs. 



By-Laws. 



SECTION I. 
Members shall be elected as follows: Candidates shall 
send their names and documents, or other proof of qualifica- 
tions for membership, to the Board of Managers, and, upon a 
favorable report from said board, and upon payment of the 
initiation fee, may thereupon become members of the Society 

SECTION II. 
The initiation fee shall be five (5) dollars ; the annual dues 
three (3) dollars : Provided, That any member who shall have 
been elected during the last three months of the fiscal year 
shall not be required to pay the annual dues for the current 
fiscal year. The payment at one time of fifty (50) dollars 
shall constitute a life membership. The payment at one time 
of one hundred (100) dollars shall constitute a perpetual or 
endowed membership, and upon the death of the member so 
paying, the membership shall be held by his eldest son, or 
such other descendant from the ancestor from whom he 
claims as he may nominate ; in failure of such nomination 
having been made, the Society may decide which one of the 
descendants shall hold the membership: Provided always, 
that the Society reserves to itself the privilege of rejecting 
any nomination that may not be acceptable to it. All those 
holding life or endowed memberships shall be exempt from 
the payment of the initiation fee and annual dues. 

SECTION III. 
All initiation, life and endowed membership fees, as well as 
donations which shall hereafter be paid the Society, shall 
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remain forever to the use of the Society, of which the interest 
only shall be used. 

SECTION IV. 

The annual meeting of the Society shall be held on the 
third day of April, at which a general election of ofificers by 
ballot shall take place, except when such date shall fall on 
Sunday, in which event the meeting shall be held on the 
following day. In such election a majority of the ballots 
given for any officer shall constitute a choice ; but if, on the 
first ballot, no person shall receive such majority, then a 
further balloting shall take place, in which a plurality of votes 
given for any officer shall determine the choice. 



SECTION V. 

At all meetings of the Society ten (lo) members shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 



SECTION VI. 

The President, or in his absence the Vice-President, or in 
the absence of both, a chairman pro tempore, shall preside at 
all meetings of the Society, and shall have a casting vote. 
He shall preserve order, and shall decide all questions of 
order, subject to an appeal to the Society. 



SECTION VII. 

The Secretary shall conduct the general correspondence of 
the Society. He shall notify all members of their election, 
and of such other matters as he may be directed by the 
Society. He shall have charge of the seal, certificate of in- 
corporation, by-laws and records of the Society, and shall 
issue certificates of membership. He, together with the pre- 
siding officer, shall certify all acts of the Society. He shall. 
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under the direction of the President or Vice-President, give 
due notice of the time and place of all meetings of the 
Society, and attend the same. He shall keep fair and ac- 
curate records of all the proceedings and orders of the Society ; 
and shall give notice to the several officers of all votes, orders, 
resolves, and proceedings of the Society affecting them or 
appertaining to their respective duties. He shall be Secretary 
of the Board of Managers and shall keep the record of their 
meetings in the regular minute book of the Society. 

SECTION VHI. 

The Treasurer shall collect and keep the funds and securi- 
ties of the Society ; and so often as those funds shall amount 
to one hundred (lOo) dollars, they shall be deposited in some 
bank or Trust Company in the City of Philadelphia, to the 
credit of " The Pennsylvania Society of Sons of the Revolu- 
tion," and shall be drawn thence on the check of the 
Treasurer for the purposes of the Society only. Out of these 
funds he shall pay such sums as may be ordered by the 
Society, or by the Board of Managers. He shall keep a true 
account of his receipts and payments and, at each annual 
meeting, render the same to the Society, when a committee 
shall be appointed to audit his accounts. He shall give such 
security as shall be required by the Board of Managers. 

SECTION IX. 

The Registrar shall keep a roll of members, and in his 
hands shall be lodged all the proofs of membership qualifi- 
cation, and all the historical and other papers of which the 
Society may become possessed ; and he, under the direction 
of the Board of Managers, shall make copies of such similar 
documents as the owners thereof may not be willing to 
leave permanently in the keeping of the Society. He, if 
practicable, shall be a member of the Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania. 
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SECTION X. 
The Historian shall keep a detailed record, to be deposited 
with the Secretary, of all the historical and commemorative 
celebrations of the Society ; and he shall edit and prepare for 
publication such historical addresses, essays, papers and other 
documents of an historical character, other than a Register 
of Members, as the Secretary may be required to publish ; 
and at every annual meeting, if there shall be a necrological 
list for the year then closing, he shall submit the same with 
carefully prepared biographies of the deceased members. 

SECTION XI. 

The Board of Managers shall consist of sixteen, — namely, 
the President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Registrar, 
Historian and Chaplain, ex-officio, and nine other members, at 
least three of whom shall not be residents of the city of 
Philadelphia, and all of whom shall be elected at the annual 
meeting. In case of a vacancy in any of these offices the 
Board may fill the same until the next annual election. 

They shall judge of the qualifications of the candidates for 
admission to the Society and, upon the recommendation of 
the Committe on Admissions, shall have power to elect the 
same to membership. They shall have charge of all special 
meetings of the Society, and shall, through the Secretary, 
call special meetings at any time, upon the written request of 
five members of the Society, and at such other times as they 
see fit. They shall recommend plans for promoting the 
objects of the Society, shall digest and prepare business, and 
shall authorize the disbursement and expenditure of unappro- 
priated money in the treasury for the payment of the current 
expenses of the Society. They shall generally superintend 
the interests of the Society, and execute all such duties as 
may be committed to them by the Society. At each annual 
meeting of the Society, they shall make a general report. 

At all meetings of the Board of Managers five members 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
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SECTION XII. 

The Chairman of the Board of Managers shall appoint 
annually three members thereof as a Committee on Admis- 
sions, whose duty it shall be to pass upon the qualifications 
of applicants for admission to the Society, and report to the 
Board of Managers. 

SECTION XIII. 

Ayes and nays shall be called at any meeting of the 
Society upon the demand of five members. 



SECTION XIV. 

No alteration of the By-Laws of the Society shall be made 
unless such alteration shall have been proposed at a previous 
meeting, and shall be adopted by a majority of the members 
present at any meeting of the Society, five (5) days' notice 
thereof having been given to each member.

Pennsylvania Society of Sons of 
the Revolution. 



To the Honorable the Judges of the Court of Common Pleas, 
No. ^, of the County of Philadelphia : — 

In compliance with the requirements of an Act of the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
entitled " An Act to provide for the Incorporation and Regu- 
lation of certain Corporations," approved the twenty-ninth 
day of April, A. d. 1874, and the supplements thereto, the 
undersigned, all of whom are citizens of Pennsylvania, having 
associated themselves together for the purpose of maintaining 
a Society to keep alive among themselves and their descen- 
dants the patriotic spirit of the men, who in military, naval 
and civil service, by their acts and counsel, achieved American 
Independence ; to collect and secure for preservation the 
manuscript rolls, records and other documents relating to the 
War of the Revolution, and to promote social intercourse 
and good feeling among its members now and hereafter, and 
desiring that they may be incorporated according to law, do 
hereby certify 

Pirst. The name of the proposed corporation is the "Penn- 
sylvania Society of Sons of the Revolution." 

Second. Said corporation is formed for the purpose of 
maintaining a society for patriotic purposes in connection 
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with the War of American Independence, the collection and 
preservation of manuscripts, records and documents relating 
to the War of the Revolution, and for social enjoyment and 
intercourse. 

Third. The business of said corporation is to be trans- 
acted in the County of Philadelphia, State of Pennsylvania. 

Fourth. Said corporation is to exist perpetually.

ALGERNON SYDNEY BIDDLE, A.M. 

Born October ii, 1847. 

Elected Member February 28, 1889. 

Died April 8, 1891. 



Mr. Biddle's claim to membership was founded upon the military- 
services of his great-grandfather, Colonel Clement Biddle, Deputy 
Quartermaster-General of the Continental Army. 

Mk. Biddle was graduated from Yale College in 1868, and after 
attending the University of Berlin, was admitted to the bar of Philadel- 
phia January 27, 1872. In 1874 he was chosen President of the Law 
Academy, of which he had been the librarian and prothonotary, and 
was for several years secretary of the Law Association. In 1887, he 
was appointed professor of Evidence and Practice and Pleading at Law, 
in the Law Department of the University of Pennsylvania, and at the 
time of his death was Professor of the Law of Torts, Evidence and 
Practice of Law, and secretary of the Faculty. For a number of years 
he was an associate editor of the Weekly Notes of Cases ; for one year 
associate editor of the Law and Equity Reporter, and in 1887-88 was 
one of the editors of the American Law Register, his contributions 
being on Good-will, Voluntary Conveyances, Investments by Trustees, 
Ancient Lights, Local Actions, and Arbitration. 

Mr. Biddle was a manager of the Deaf and Dumb Asylum ; a member 
of the American Philosophical Society ; the Historical Society of Penn- 
sylvania ; Philadelphia Social Science Association ; Franklin Institute ; 
New England Society ; Archaeological Society ; Civil Service Reform 
Association, and of the Rittenhouse, University, Wistar, Contemporary 
and Legal Clubs.

PHILIP LEIDY, M.D. 

Born December 29, 1838. 

Elected member June 30, i8go. 

Died April 29, 1891. 



Dr. Leidy's claim to membership came through the military services, 
during the Revolution, of his grandfathers, Jacob Leidy, Lieutenant in 
Fifth Battalion, Pennsylvania Militia, Lieutenant-Colonel John Shee ; 
and private Michael Mellick, Second Pennsylvania Battalion, Colonel 
Samuel Miles. In 1859, Dr. Leidy was graduated Doctor of Medicine 
from the University of Pennsylvania, and thereupon was elected a Resident 
Physician of the Philadelphia Hospital. During the late Civil War, he 
served as assistant surgeon of the One Hundred and Sixth Pennsylvania 
Volunteers, and after the Battle of Balls' Bluff, established the first 
general hospital of the war near Poolesville, Maryland, and early in 1862, 
the general hospital on Bolivar Heights. 

He served through the Peninsular Campaign under McClellan, and in 
September of 1862, was transferred to the One Hundred and Ninetieth 
Pennsylvania Regiment as surgeon, with the rank of major. On the 
re-organization of the medical department of the army, he was appointed 
one of the three chief operating and consulting surgeons of the Sixth 
Corps. He also served as Post Surgeon at Winchester, and Medical 
Inspector of the Department of the Shenandoah. At the close of the 
war he returned to Philadelphia and resumed the practice of his profes- 
sion. From 1866 to 1870 he was the United States Examining Surgeon, 
and from 1874 to 1883, Port Physician of Philadelphia. On his return 
from Europe, in 1878, he was elected Physician-in-Chief of the Insane 
Department of the Philadelphia Hospital ; he was a consulting surgeon 
and member of the Advisory Board of the Home for Incurables ; con- 
sulting physician to the Masonic Home, Home for Aged Odd Fellows, 
and Odd Fellows' Orphanage. 

Dr. Leidy was a Fellow of the College of Physicians ; delegate to the 
International Medical Congress at Berlin ; ex-president of the Medico- 
Chirurgical Society of Pennsylvania ; and a member of the American 
Medical; State Medical ; County Medical ; Northern Medical ; Medico - 
Jurisprudence ; Anthropometric, and Neurological Societies ; Board of 
Education ; Military Order of the Loyal Legion ; Sons of the War of 
1812; Grand Army of the Republic, and Society of the Army of the 
Potomac. 
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
